NOTE: Two new claims (Claim 51 and 52) have been added and claims 49-50 have been amended which require 
futher consideration. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: At the apllcants' Remark, page 12, last 
paragraph , the applicants submit that Claim 1 is not anticipated by Berkley because Berkley does not disclose the claimed limitation 
about "determining whether to modify said method, said step of determining whether to modify said method includes determining whether 
said method call another method". The Applicant further argues (page 13, third paragraph) that Berkley's Figure 1 and related text, as 
Examiner pointed at previous office action, does not teach cited limitation in claim 1 either. However, the Examiner respectfully disagrees. 
The Berkley's disclosure, including the disclosed background and invention as a whole, does disclose a "existing tracing method" to 
monitor program execution/status by modifying methods (adding "macro calls") (see for example, Fig.1, Object 1, Methods A-C and Object 
2, Method C and related text). As Berkley disclosed, in order to add "macro calls" to specific method, "whether said method calls another 
method" has to be determined (see for example, Flg.1 and related text at Col.1 , line 63- Col.2, line 6) . Furthermore, Berkley also 
discloses at Fig.7: the "Method 1" called by the application's function/method, has to be determined first and then combined with 
configuration setting to inserting "Redirection Stub 1" in application's caller function/method to further trace/monitor the application. 
Therefore, Berkley, does disclose the cited limitation about "determine whether said method calls another method". 
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
